Mummy-Making 101 


A mummy is a dead body that is 
specially preserved. Conserving the 
body was important to ancient 
Egyptians because they believed the 
souls of dead people used their 
bodies in the afterworld. The 
first Egyptian mummies 
were made naturally, when 
sun and desert air com- 
bined to dry out bodies 
buried in the sand. Later, 
Egyptians found a way to 
mummify bodies using 
natural substances before 
burying them. These are called 
artificial mummies. 


The mummy of Ramses II, Egyptian King 
(1292-1225 B.C). In circle, Ramses close up. 


Peppercorns were packed in his nose to 


keep its shape. 


Pass The Salt! 


It took 70 days to make an artificial 
human mummy, First, embalmers 
(the people who made mummies) 
removed the lungs, stomach, liver, 
and intestines, and placed them in 
jars. These jars were later buried 
with the mummy. Then the brain 
was removed and thrown away. 
(Ancient Egyptians thought the 
heart was the seat of knowledge, so 
it was often left in the body.) For 
the next step, natron (a type of salt) 
was poured over the corpse. Natron 
helped remove all the water from 
the body. After that, strips of linen 
were wrapped around the body, fol- 
lowed by bed-size sheets. Finally, 
the mummy was placed in a 
sarcophagus (a stone coffin), and 
put in a tomb.

HUNTING MUMM 


Egyptologists are people who specialize in ancient Egypt, | _ 


so they're experts on mummies. We spoke with Egyptologist 
Dr. Emily Teeter (below), Assistant Curator of the Oriental 


Institute Museum at the University of Chicago. 


Emily Teeter: No. We have some in our 
storage space in the basement, and 
I go down and talk to them, even 

the ones that are unwrapped. 


ET; I don’t like going down into 

the deep dark tombs, especially 

the one of Queen Hatshepsut in the 

Valley of the Kings in Egypt. I’m 

ashamed to say that I chickened out. The path into it is 

very steep and it doesn’t have stairs. It’s just an incline. 

As I went down, the ground was crumbling and rocks 

were falling from above. There was dust so I couldn’t 

see, and bats were flying around. Some tombs can be 
very dangerous. 


ET: There is no curse on King Tut’s tomb. However, 
there are curses on some tombs. They aren’t very 
common. You'll see written on the side of a tomb wall 
something like, “Anybody who violates this tomb, he 
shall be seized by the neck like a bird.” But these were 
just to seare away robbers. You won’t die. The stuff in 
the movies about people dying because they opened up 
King Tut’s tomb is made up by Hollywood. 


ET: In a crate in the basement of the Oriental Institute 
Museum, I found a beautiful statue that was once 
covered in gold. I was able to identify it as a statue of 
Amunhotep, son of Hapu, one of the most famous doctors 
in Ancient Egypt.

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* Mummies were sometimes 
found with extra bones, which 
turned out to be the remains 
of the embalmers' lunches. 


¢ The word mummy comes 
from the Arabic word for 
bitumen, mummiya. Bitumen 
is a kind of black tar that was 
used to cover many mummies 
in Egypt. 


* Since mummies are mostly 
just skin and bones, they are 
very light. A five-foot-tall 
wrapped mummy weighs 
only about 30 pounds. 


© The oldest known mummy was : ¢ King Ramses II's mummy was 
found in Egypt. He is 5,000 
years old, and still has toe- 
nails, fingernails, and red hail 


* The ancient Egyptians 
experimented with other 
methods of mummification. 
Alexander the Great, who 
died far from his home, was

Cheryl Family daved to go behind the scenes at 
Are You Afraid of the Dark? to discover the secrets behind 


the show's special effects and stories. 


In the episode called “The Tale of the Midnight Ride,’ a 
headless horseman travels over a bridge and mysteriously 
explodes. It's mysterious, until you find out many of the 
special effects are done with computers. 

To create the image of the 
horse exploding into thin 
air, many different images 
were filmed: 


® the bridge alone 


* a horse galloping 
over the bridge 


* trees, water, and the 
bridge, brightly lit 

* a fire 

* an explosion 


These five different shots 
were loaded onto a com- 
puter, where the images 

were “stacked" on top 
of one another to cre- 
ate the spooky scene. 


FRIGHTENINGLY 
SIMPLE 


“Some of the cooler 
effects are really very 
simple” says Steve 
Kullback, who super- 
vises the show's spe- 
cial effects. “If | want 
to make an actor dis- 
appear, we set the 
camera down and film 
him or her sitting at a 
desk. We don't move 
the camera. We just 
turn the camera off, 
make the actor get out 


of the shot, turn the cam- 
era back on, and poof— 
the actor is gone” 

To create the effect of a 
rope coming alive and 
wrapping around some- 
one, the crew first ties the 
rope around an actor, and 
then films the rope being 
pulled off. The film is then 
tun in reverse, so it looks 
like the rope is actually 
spiraling around someone. 


No CLOWNING AROUND 


When they're not concocting special effects, the people 
who work on the show can be found conjuring up scary 
story ideas. One of the 
show's creators, D.J. 
MacHale, says that many 
story ideas come from 
classic ghost stories. 
Other ideas come from 
what scares the people 
who work on the show. 
“The one thing in the 
world I'm not afraid of is 
the dark, which is 
probably why I called the 
show what | did.’ laughs 
MacHale.

Water colors, or any available make-up (Reds and browns work best.) 
Powdered gelatin (With an adult's supervision, follow the instructions on the box 
to turn it into a liquid. Be sure it’s cool, but still liquid, before you use it.) 


. Apply a thin coat of corn syrup to the skin in the shape you want the scab to be. 

. Cover the corn syrup with a thick coating of cornmeal. Let it sit for a 
minute or two, then carefully tap off the excess cornmeal. 

. Color the cornmeal with paints or make-up. This will make the area look 
really scabby. 

. Using a paintbrush, apply the cooled gelatin liquid gently over and around 
the scab. Let it dry. (The color from these scabs can come off fairly easily 
onto your clothes, or your parents’ favorite couch—so be careful!)

Halloween wouldn't be the same without candy corn. In fact, 20 million 
pounds of it are sold at Halloween. NICKELODEON MAGAZINE visited the 
Herman Goelitz Candy Co. factory in Fairfield, California, 
to see how it’s made.

Candy corn molds are pressed into trays 
filled with a corn starch mixture. The corn 
starch makes the candy hold its shape. 


The liquid quickly solidifies in the molds 
and becomes candy corn. The factory 
produces 37,350 pieces of candy corn 
per minute! 


The trays are placed on a 


conveyor belt and filled with 


the candy which is still in a liquid 
form. First a white tip, then the 


orange middle, and finally, the yellow 
bottom are injected into the molds. 


The trays are stacked on top of one 
another, and taken to the drying room to 
harden overnight. 


After the candy is popped out of the tray, 
and the corn starch falls away, the candy 
corn is placed in a rotating drum. Lac 
glaze is added to protect it from damage. 
(Lac is a safe, natural product made 
from the secretions of an insect from 
Southern Asia!) This glaze is also known 
as confectioner’s glaze, and is used in all 
sorts of candy,

“Giant Grasshoppers Invade Butts Orchard Hast of 
City.”
